Scoff at Martial Law 


Parts of Upper Silesia are under 


martial law, declared by the interal- 
lied commission. 
The decree was ineffective, however, 


and large bands of Poles marched 
through the- country, terrorizing the 
inhabitants. 


A large Polish force marched Into 


Kattowitz in the early morning and 
stormed newspaper offices and the po- 
lice station. The French launched an 
attack -with tanks and the invaders 
withdrew. The French took 300 rifles. 


Frenoh sentries roused tho small 


cavalry detachment at Tarnowitz and 
tho horsemen in a 
flying charge 


through the dark street broke up in- 
vading parties. 


Two Poles were killed and other cas-

MYSTIFIES POLICE 


Unable to Find Trace of Person 


who Administered Poison 


to Girl.

Los Angeles—Efforts of police to 


learn who administered tho poison 
which is alleged to have caused the 
death of Miss Marie Vance in a "love 
bungalow," here, were still without 
result Thursday. 


Authorities have been unablo to ob- 


tain any trace of the nicotine poison 
which a postmortem showed caused 
the girl's death, or of another strange 
poison which 
wa« found in pills at 


the girt*s bedside. 


The police apparently have struck 


a stone wall in their attempt to trace 
tlxe person who purchased the poison 
or who caused it to" be administered 
to the woman. 


Added 
weight was given to the 


conviction of police that the girl was 
murdered when an a.unt living here, 
informed 
anfhoritiea 
that she was 


slain. 


The girt cotild not have cctnmitted 


suicide, she claimed, because- she was 
too weak to obtain the poison If it 
had been her desire to take her own 
life. 


Miss Vance waa in the company of 


a -wealthy eastern man here. She 
came from Chicago, where her father 
is a wealthy doctor. She was in a 
delicate condition when she died. The 
death certificate was made- out with 
diphtheria given as the 
cause of 


death and her body shipped to Chi- 
cago In a sealed casket.

Railroad Commission Hopes to 


Stimulate Movement of 


Sand and Cravel.

Madison.—The railroad commission 


Thursday established reduced rates 
on sand and gravel and crushed stone 
within Wisconsin ranging from 9 to 
38 per cent. 


The new rates are effective mid- 


night, May 14. 


The new schedules apply to the Chi- 


cago and Northwestern system, the 
Soo line, the Burlington,.the,Chicago 
Milwaukee and St. Paul and the Green 
Bay and Western railway lines. 


The commission found the existing 


rates caused a reduction in tho move- 
ment of this class of freight and re- 
sulted in the curtailment of industrial 
and highway construction. 


Tho new rates only effect distances 


up to 100 miles, the average haul for 
this class of freight being between 30 
and 60 miles. 


The decision reestablishes the mile- 


age basis in rate malting which was to 
a large extent destroyed by arbitrary 
increases during and following .the 
war. 


The new rates ara the result of an 


application made by tho 
Wisconsin 


Mineral Aggregate association, 
com- 


posed of the owners of most of the 
larger sand and gravel pits and quar- 
ries. 


Tho new schedulde. ranges from 2.3 


per hundredweight for five miles, to 
4.S per hundredweight for 100 miles. 
The greatest reductions are made In 
the short hauls.

Judge McCorkle was opposing the 


Cushman bill, passod by the assembly 
and restricting the powers of

county court of which he is the" pre- 
siding Judge. Judge McCorkle intimat- 
ed a conspiracy to legislate him out 
of office. 
"Anyone who says I am implicated 


in a conspiracy about the county 
court of Richland county, is a. liar," 
retorted Judge Bancroft. 


"1 am prepared to back up this 


statement any tinfe, any place and 
against anyone," he added. 


"I would like to put vertebrae in 


these angle worms," Judge Bancroft 
told the committee in commenting on 
things in general and his personal en- 
emies in particular. 


"This county suffers 
more 
from 


cowards than crooks. I don't care 
what a man is, anarchist, socialist, 
stalwart, progressive, if ho has back- 
bone. I would not become impassioned 
if I had not been publicly Insulted to- 
day," Judge Bancroft said. 


"I am not interested in his court 


and never was. 
The judge 
flatters 


himself to think I consider him im- 
portant enough to go after his scalp." 


The falling out of the two judges 


dated back to the recent judicial cam- 
paign in which Judge Bancroft was 
defeated for reelection.

President Wants Congress to 


Keep Its Hands Off Con- 
duct of Foreign Affairs.

Washington. — President 
Harding 


looks somewhat careworn. The weight 
of responsibility rests heavily on him. 
No longer does he wear the senatorial 
manner, the seeming ease and aban- 
don of the capltol cloakrooms; he looks 
and acts the part of a chief execu- 
tive, whoee time for smiles and banter 
are lost in the seriousness of a huge 


j task. 


The president has found tt neces- 


sary to beg the senate to remember 
that the chief executive can't do effec- 
tive work if the members of the leg- 
islative body insist on invading what 
he considers his legitimate jurisdic- 
tion—the handling of foreign policy, 
questions of disarmament, the recall 
of troops from the Rhine and kindred 
matters. 


Mr. Harding- isn't seeking a quarrel 


with • the senate. He is doing every- 
thing in his power to avoid one. But 
all the senators aren't cooperating 
with him in a way that spells team- 
work. 
Time was when members of 


congress would keep the White House 
informed if they intended Introducing 
bills or making speeches that touched 
on the sphere of the executive. As a 
consequence little evidences of a lack 
of team-work are exaggerated into re- 
ports of friction. 


Was Personal Opinion 


The most important case in point 


has been cleared np at the White 
House. 
And everybody who heard 


Senator Lodge make his speech advo- 
cating passage of the Knox resolution 
was surprised to hear him express the 
opinion that 
the Versailles 
treaty 


couldn't be modified by reservations 
in such a way as to make it satis- 
factory to the United States. Not 
only was this a surprise because Mr. 
Lodge himself has been the author of 
»tart> ,sete, -of- reservations but the im- 
pression .obtained waa that Senator 
Lodge' • after conference 
with Presi- 


dent Harding or Secretary 
Hughes 


had come to the conclusion that the 
job of amending the treaty had been 
given up as hopeless by the Harding 
administration. 


Inquiry 
was made to determine 


whether the president had arrived at 
such a. conclusion. It will be recalled 
that in hte m-assage to congress, tho 
president said it was wiser to accept 
the existing* treaty with modifications 
"assuming, of coarse, that this can be 
satisfactorily 
accomplished by such 


explicit reservations and modifications 
as will secure our absolute freedom 
from inadvisable commitments 
and 


safeguard all our essential Interests." 


From Senator Lodge's speech it was 


inferred that a conclusion had been 
reached and that a new treaty with 
Germany would have to be negotiated. 
But a direct answer to the inquiry 
brings officially from the Harding ad- 
ministration the response that it 
knows of no auch conclusion. This 
means that Charles Evans Hughes, 
legal surgeon, has not yet reported 
as hopeless the task of caring out of 
the body of the Versailles treaty such 
parts as are objectionable to the Unit- 
ed States. 


Quite a frarry was caused among 


observing diplomats when the speech 
of Senator Lodge was read by them 
in the Congressional Record. 
They 


wondered if the Harding administra- 
tion had reversed itself. Now it ap- 
pears that Senator Lodge was merely 
expressing a personal opinion that 
the job of legal surgery couldn't be 
done. He said he tried it and that it 
required 
seventy-two 
amendments. 


Inasmuch as the treaty contains over 
four hundred sections, foreign govern- 
ments. It is asserted here, would not 
consider seventy-two amendments out 
of proportion. 
Want IT. S. Signature 


What the European allies want is 


America's signature to the Versailles 
treaty no matter how many reserva- 
tions are made. They are apprehen- 
sive, of course, that settled questions 
may possibly be reopened by such a 
course but they prefer It to the nego- 
tiation of a separate treaty between 
the TJnited States and Germany. The 
latter move, they believe, would for- 
ever be looked upon by Germany as a 
wedge between the United States and 
her associates in the war ajid would 
be a source of continuous embrass- 
mont in the next decado especially 
since the allies believe their troubles 
with Germany will not vanish with 
the settlement of the reparation con- 
troversy. 
President Harding is just as anxious 


incidentally to make a move for dis- 
armament as anybody in the senate.

Appearing before the house agricul- 


tural committee, Wallace declared that 
the legislation would be "desirable" 
now. Many of the complaints against 
the packers., are "fully justified." 


Wallace suggested that packer re- 


gulation be consolidated in one bureau 
of the government instead of Ix^ing 
distributed between the department of 
agriculture and the interstate com- 
merce commission as .provided in the 
pending bill. 
"I believe it would be better to have 


the supervisory body unov?r the de- 
partment of agriculture since that de- 
partment is close to tho agricultural 
interests," he said. 


"The department already has col- 


lected a large amount of information 
on the packing industry." 


Wallace said that if tho distribution 


of meat products is to be cheapened 
eventually, the government must, al- 
low the big packers to return to tbs 
retail field. 
"Of course it must be soon th.it the 


previous practices of the pn.ck.ors of 
driving the small businessman out of 
the market are not resumed." 


"Wallace also indicated he saw no 


objection to the packers being allowed 
to deal in the 
so-called "unrelated 


products." 
This was prohibited by 


the "consent dVecree" contained by for- 
mer Attorney Crenernl Palmer. Such 
business, Wallace said, should be un- 
der strict governmental regulation.

DEPOPULATING EUROPE 


A writer in the London Outlook serious- 


ly considers the possibility of an early 
transfer of population, wealth and power 
from the Old world to the New. 
The 


trend has long been plain, but he contem- 
plates a change in civilization's, center of 
gravity sooner than most Europeans have 
expected. The United States, he points 
out, has grown in 60 years from >-an im- 
mature community of 38.000.000 to a 
mighty nation of over 100.000.000.-; 


Argentina in the same period has adopted 
5.000.000 Europeans, and has as yet 
only 8.000.000 inhabitants for an area of 
over 1.000.000 square miles. Canada is 
in a somewhat similar situation" though 
with more territory. Mexico and all of 
South and Central America offer alluring 
opportunities to Europeans in their pres- 
ent plight. He quotes figures showing that 
8.000.000 Germans and 3;000.000 Po- 
lish Jews are waiting to come to Ameri- 
ca, and estimates there are millions of 
others eager to come. ''Let us suppose."' 
he says, "that the more gloomy forecasts j 
of Europe come to pass in the next two 
generations, 
and that life in the Old 


world, becomes a hopeless struggle for 
bare subsistence. It is not fanciful to as- 
sume that in *ueh circumstances the pop- 
ulation may have dwindled one-fourlh at 
the end of that period. The decrease 
would represent much more than its nu- 
merical proportion, for this fourth would 
l>c drawn mainly from adults in the work- 
ing period of life, and this transference 
of man-power must be doubled in a com- 
petitive sense.'' 


In other words, about 100.000.000- 


people might emigrate from Europe in 
the next 60 years, and the practical effect 
might be to reduce Europe's political, mil- 
itary, industrial and commercial effective- 
ness by one-half. That additional hun- 
dred millions, he thinks, might well give 
this hemisphere "the center of gravity of 
the world's activity.1' 
There is some- 


thing artificial, 
anyway, he declares, 


about the ''centripetal importance of Con- 
don." 
"Wherefore: ''Give the two Amer- 


cans and Australia a white population ap- 
proximate to that of Europe today, and 
the cradle of western civilization might 
sink to the position of an interesting sur- 
vival, the mecca of the New world's pil- 
grims, a large-scale Switzerland living on 
the spendings of alien holidaymakers.'' 


The average American will find nothing 


surprising in such a prognostication as 
this. 
''"Westward the course of empire 


takes its way." That doctrine is bred in 
the blood of our race. The vision of the 
United States as the dominant world pow- 
er has been growing clearer than ever 
since the World war. It is surely only 
a question of time—and no prolonged 
time, at that, if the signs are read clearly. 
One thing, though, should be clearly un- 
derstood, both here and abroad. 
The 


United States does not want all. nor half, 
of that emigrating European population. 
Let the rest of the hemisphere have its 
share—we prefer to retain our national 
identity and develop along the native lines 
already established.

Thi§ theory was dealt a 
blow by the fact that during the war 
the Army and industry seems to have 
absorbed all of the tramps, and that 
they have reappeared only with the 
return of hard times. 
The 
tramp 


then, must be a man who will and can 
work if the inducements are strong 
enough, "but who prefers a wandering 
life when employment is hard to get 
or unremunerative. 


'The tramp is a larg»s and signifi- 


cant problem 
which has had very 


little study. 
The size of it you can 


realize when you are told that sev- 
eral different estimates made by of- 
ficials of railways, plaoed the number 
of tramps in this country before the 
war at half a million. This estimate 
is based on the number of vagrants 
who are killed every year stealing 
rides on the railroads. More vagrants 
are killed this way in a normal year 
than trainmen and passengers put to- 
gether. In one year it was estimated 
,. 
these vagrants cost the railroads 


$18,500,000. This included what was 
paid for protection from them, and 
the thefts of freight which were at- 
tributed to them. For tramps often 
get food as well as transportation 
from the railroads. 
They break into 


shipments of foodstuffs and take what 
they can eat or carry away, ofton 
making it impossible for the railroads 
to deliver a case of canned goods, for 
instance, 
although perhaps only a 


few cans have been stolen. 


Varieties of Vagrants 


Tbs estimate of half a million which 


the railroads place upon the normal 
tramp army of America does not of 
course include only tramps properly 
so-called. 
It includes all those Who 


steal rides on the railroads. Among 
these is a small number of men who 
are ordinarily steady 
workers, but 


are temporarily out of funds and ride 
the break beams or the blind baggages 
to get to some new job. One young 
man, for example, who was a native 
or a far western state and worked his 
way through college, employ-ad this 
method of crossing the continent four 
times a year. 


Such cases are few. 
Besides the 


true tramps, the greater number of 
these vagrants belong to the class of 
seasonal workers. 
The tramps and 


the seasonal workers are of close kin. 
Many a man drifts into tramping by 
way of seasonal work, and the^ramr 
may occasionally become a seasonal 
worker. 


The seasonal workers are a large 


and well defined class. They 
make 


their livings at such work as cutting 
ice and felling timber in the winter 
and working on lak«s boats and in the 
harvest fields in the summer.

A Study of Tramps 


There has been much romance writ- 


en about tramps, and also several 
honest realistic books. 
The best of 


:hese are by Jack London and Josiah 
Flynt, both of whom tramped with the 
ramps. 
These books bring vividly 


home to one the sociaj- waste and de- 
erioration that go with vagrancy, but 
.Iso the lure of freedom and adven- 
ure which leads men into it. 
When it comes to scientific study 


of vagrancy, remarkably little has 
»een done, considering what a large 
raction of the nation's labor it ab- 
^orbs. 
Perhaps the best thing that 


can be found in this line is a study 
of one thousand homeless men made 
>y Mrs. Alice Willard Solenber-gOT for 
he Russell Sage 
Foundation. 
She 


tudied carefully a thousand men who 
applied for aid to a certain organiza- 
ion in Chicago. She found that of 
his thowand only 220 could be pro- 
oerly classed as tramps — that is, 
men who wandered for the sake of 
wandering. 


The distinguishing thing about the 
ramp, she found, was that he had an 
overpowering nomadic impulse. He is 
almost invariably a man who Graves 
wandering as some others crave alco- 
hol. In some the craving was inces- 
sant and kept them always on the go. 
In others it was periodical. 
Some 


men deserted their families regularly 
at intervals of years, wandered for a 
while, and then returned and settled 
down as usual. In yet other cases, 
the men had controlled the Impulse to 
wander until some misfortune over- 
took them. Usually this was either 
the death of a wife, which broke up 
tha home, or a failure in business or 
:he loss of a sum of money. 
Such 


men usually deteriorated rapidly on 
drink and drugs, feeling that they had 
lost their proper places in society. 


The continuous wanderer, on the 


other hand, is often a man who en- 
joys his way of life and keeps his 
self-respect. 
Tramps of this 
class 


come from all gra*93 of society, and 
nclude a considerable proportion of 
college men. 
Many of them have 


ways of making money along the 
road. 
Some of them are very ac- 


complished beggars. 
Many of these 


inveterate wanderers are intelligent 
men who differ from others chiefly in 
that they cannot endure tho routine of 


settled life and must wander. 
Ex- 


plorers, professional 
globe trotters, 


literary and journalistic vagabonds, 
are of the same type, but have had 
the good fortune to find a. way of 
making a living that is congenial to 
them, and approved by society. 


It is said that crime is the con- 


science 
of society. That la, evetv 


crime points to some imperfection in 
our social organization. 
The feeble- 


minded murderer wfculd 
not 
have 


killed if he had bean properly studied 
in the public schools and Isolated. 


Neither would the seasonal worker 


and the hobo be a menace, perhaps, if 
their cases wer* Intelligently studied. 
The seasonal worker ia a necessity. 
Crops could not be gathered,

without this army of floating labor. 
But society makes no proper provi- 
sion for this man who is necessary to 
it 
His numbers could easily be as-
